Both of the rivers mentioned are fed 


by streams similar to Indian Creeik 
aloJs which many co.il mines are lo- 
cated.

tinued and heavy dis< hargo of mine- 
polluted \vaiois 'nto those rivers has 
been to make- tho water in the lowor 
part of the streams unfit for drinking 
and bathing purpose? nntl also de- 
structive to boiler tubes and other 
mei4il substances with which it comes 
in contact. 


An investigation of the effects of the 


uso of river water In ttie industries 
of tho PHtsburg district was made by- 
United States Army engineers in 1915. 
Tho loss due to corrosive action of 
the waters ot thu Youghiogheny, Mou- 
ongahela, AUc'gbeny and Ohio rivers 
•was estimated to bo from $10,000,000 
to ?14,000,OOO a year at that time. The 
chemist in charge of tho Investigation 
haa recently stated that the damage 
at this timo I:, entailing a loss of £20- 
000,000 a year and will increase from 
year to year until measures of pre- 
vention are applied. 


The extent of the damage to river 


shipping alono IK indicated by a state- 
ment of .Major General L^izjihnp H. 
Beach, 
chief 
of 
engineers. United 


States Army, who says: 


"A steam vessel dors not attempt to 


navigate the lowor Youghlogheny nv- 
er without carrying with it a water 
barge of water which it would bi safe 
to uso in tlw boilers. 
T havo been 


told by vessei men that one day's use 
ot tho Yousluogheny river water ts 
unfflcieiit to destroy any boilor into 
•which It may be placed. This acid is 
carried into the Monongah-ela and 
down the Ohio, being diluted by tho 
larger volume of water furnished by 
those other streams, but it ma&os ail 
tho water of the upper Ohio more- acid 
than It should be in the interest of 
navigation and seriously interferes 
with the liah life of the river."
